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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


Board of Education

TOWN OF SEABROOK. 


We were obliged to delay the opening of our school as early 


in the spring as we wished on account of illness in a portion of 
the town, they were all in good order however the-last week in 
April, with good attendance. 

We have had thirty.two weeks of school and think good work 
has been accomplished by a greater part of the children, be- 


lieving that “what is worth doing at all is worth doing well” we — 


aim to have them go over their work thoroughly and under- 
standingly. 

It was thoughtgadvisable to dispense with the Gove school, 
consequently an arrangement was made with the board of 
education in the towns of South Hampton and Hampton Fills 
to take the children composing that school into their schools 
for fifty-two dollars, we find it less expensive than running a 
school purposely for them in that district and think the chil- 
dren will do better when there are others to make it interesting 
and attractive. : 
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xe SCHOOL: REPORT. 


We made a change of readers early in the winter termegiving 
our old books for Raub’s Normal series and find them much 
more interesting and better every way than ours. 2 

A few of Ranbs grammars were purchased for each school 


to use with ours and the teachers find them a great help, enab- 


ling them to do more and better work with each class. 

For a long time we have felt the need of a smaller grade of 
history for children not advanced enough for the grade we were 
using and after introducing Montgomery’s edition for our more 
advanced classes we find he published a smaller edition which 
just suited our need therefore we adopted his series for our 
use entirely, giving up Scudder’s which we had been using for 
several years. The Smithtown school especially needed this 
book and the pupils have done excellent work, we feel amply 
repaid for our effort to introduce the new work. 

A class has been formed in Physical Geography in each gram- 
mar school which is interesting and a small class began the 
study of book-keeping in the Boyd school a few weeks ago and 
one pupil in the Smithtown school will begin it in the spring. 


All have attended to reading, spelling and writing. We are- 


pleased to note the advancement made in penmanship. Some 
of our children learning to write before they can read readily. 

We think more real good can be obtained by giving a lecture 
twice or three times a week to the school as a whole, in physi- 
ology than by learning lessons from books which are often 
dry and uninteresting. Mr. Oakman and Miss Hutchins have 


accomplished much this way, having notes from the normal 


school which are superior to any books we have ever had, 
these with the aid of the charts which we purchased for this 
study have made three days in the week very interesting and

MINORITY REPORT OF SEABROOK SCHOOL 
BOARD. | 


In connection with the statistical report of the schools, the 
law calls for “such suggestions relative to the conditions of the 
schools as the school board may think useful.” 

The report and suggestions, signed by two members of the 
board, have been submitted to me for my signature. 

I disagree with a number of the statements made. As the law 
directs, 1 have ‘‘examined each school near the beginning and 
near the close of each term;’’ have kept a record of the work 
of each class, and know whereof I affirm. 
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The school in District No. 3, improperly disignated “Farm 


~ School,” is reported as “unfortunate the past year, in having so 


many teachers,” and “very discouraging. for a teacher” from 
“irregular attendance” and ‘“‘so many dismissals,” ‘and wish 
she could have had more support from the parents,” The 
“misfortune and discouragements,”’ have resulted from the 
failure of the teachers to meet the just requirements of the 
parents, whose “hearty sympathy,” “support and cooperation” 
have never been lacking, when they have felt it was merited. 

The implied failure of Mr. Fuller’s work in the South Gram- 
mar School, is unjust. He was thorough in his work; his 
methods were excellent, and the results, as shown in his exami- 
nation (at which I was the only member of the board present), 
highly gratifying. It was the unanimous desire of the parents 
that Mr. Fullér should be retained. The school was offered 
him the second term; the other members (of the board) refused 
his request for increased wages, greatly to the regret of the 
people. My examination of Mr. Oakman’s school showed 
good work, and while giving him due credit, I cannot indorse 
the evident intent to underate the work done by Mr. Fuller, 

I was unaware of any proposed change of Text books, it 
was done without consulting me. In my visits to the schools 
I found the scholars studious and the examination showed 
much to commend.
